the monetary commission has fully de- 
cided to recommend a Central Bank 
It is certain thf,t there will be no at- 
tempt to sccuru legislation on the 
subject by tho coming Congress. Tho 
earliest ilmc, according to some auth- 
orities, In which It will bo possible 
to mako n n earnest effort to push the 
bill throt.xh would be tho first nes- 
Elon of the Slxty-eocond Congress. 


Having decided tho. general outline 


of the bank, the monetary commission 
la now working out the details. Some 
of these are whether State bonks 
should b( permitted to take stock In 
tho Central Bank on the same busts 
as tho National banks and whether It 
will bo advisable to allow the general 
public to take rtock in a limited 
amount.
